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RUSSIA AND HER ARMY. 


It is the question of questions at present n 
Rassia. If the Army goes, all goes. As long as 
the Aatocracy can re'y upon a sofficient nom 
ber of the soldiers to shoot down insurgents 
the revolationists have nochance. You can do 
everything with bayonets, it has been said, 
except sit upon them. Bat the Tear can sit, 
ancomfortably but se:are!y, upon his oayonet-, 
unless the bands that hold them turn agninst 
him. Then — l déluge / If the revolationists 
can win over, not the whole of the regiments 
but a majority of them, or a majority of the 
men in most of the battalions, Tsardom must 
come down with a crash. Oo the other hand, if 
“order” can be maintained for the next few 
months, the fabric of society and government 
can be kspt together, and there may bea 
chance for the programme of moderate social 
reform outlined in the latest Imperial manifesto. 
Theretore, everything taros upon this point 
Will the Army stand firm?  - 

As rale, an army dos stand. Long ex. 
perience, in many countries, has shown thst tha 
bonds of discipline are capable of resisting the 
most tremendous pressure. Pat a man into 
aniform, train and drill him, and so long as 
he is paid and can look to his officers he will 
obey orders, ia spite of every iocentive to 
dieobedience. Tell him. to shoot down his own 
towosmen, villagers, kinsfolk—his own brothers 
and coasine—and he does it. Military matinies 
have occarred ; bat how rare they are Reli. 
gious fanaticism or racial sentiment may pro- 
lace thom, as it did in oar Sepoy army in 
India in 1857; so will the denial to soldiers 
of their pay and allowances. Bat mere discon- 
tent and patriotic feeling seem ins ufficient to 
cause the spontaneous obulliton. 010 of the 
difficulties is that, however disaffected an army 
may be, it cannot easily evolve an internal 
movement. A pablic meeting cannot be held in 
a barrack square; 6 revolationary committee 
can hardly be formed in a ragiment without 
the sergeants and offi ers getting to know 
something about it. The arrest of a ringleader, 
and his appearance before a squad from another 
regiment, with loaded rifles, is apt to disoou- 
rage the others. Military conspiracy from within 
is one ot the hardest things to organise. - 

The snccessfal military revolts have gene- 
rally ocoarred from withoat. A whole battalion 
or division, in a distant province, will hoist 
the matiny flag; perhaps its ¢ffisers will go 
with it. Then it marchas against tha Govern- 
ment troops as a corporate anit, and as it goes 
other detachments joia it. If it has a sympa- 
thising civilian popalation about it, and can 
raise a lo nl raballion, its chancas are con- 
siderably improvad. Th» strongest of despotic 
go verum ns may tremble befora a combination 
of that kind. 

The sitaation in Rassias boars a rather 
carious resemblancs to that of Austria in ths 
Year of Revolution, 1848. Tbe mo.archy, 
despotic and reactionary, and dominated by 
priests and Court favourites, had stirred op a 
farioas effervescence among the populaca of 
Vienna and the peasants of some of the 
country districts. At the same time, it had 
leprived the Hangarians of their liberties, 
sod kept dowa the non-German populations by 
heer force. Revolution was rife; bat it could 
have been nothing wors) than street riots if 
no aid had coms tothe Vienn se insurgents 
‘rom outside. Bat some of the Hangarian 
ragimeots raised the standar I ot revolt, others 
joined them, and presently the whole Magyar 
my, wth many thousands of volunteers, 
vas iu fall msrch upon the capital. It was civil 
var then; and ths Hapsbarg monarchy was 
10 badly beaten that it would have collapsed 
sltogether bit for the intervention of the 
Lear Nicholas. A Russian army marched into 
(‘ransylvania, the Hungarian insarrestion was 
crashed, and tha Viennese despotism re eitab- 
lished. The parallel is striking, and it may 
even become closer belore the ead of the crisis 
is reached.

Lonpon, Wednesday, August 8. 

M. Jean Rodes, the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of the Paris Eolair,“ says that 
German inflaence in Tarkey is on the wane.

EGYPT AND TURKEY. 


High tension is prevailing between Constan- 
tinople and Ezypt on account of the great 
hostility shown towards persons arriving in 
Constantinople from this country. Recently 
three Mussulman ladies arrived in Constan- 
tinople on a visit to relatives, bat they were 
seat back to their country without delay. The 
wife of the Persian Consul having arrived to 
spend the summer with her family, was also 
forbidden to remain in the city. The Persian 
Ambassador bas made strorg representations 
on the subject to the Porte, but his protests 
up to the present have been of no avail. 


FRENCH AGENCY. 

The “Figaro” announces that M. de la 
Bouliniére, Franch Diplomatic Agent at Cairo, 
will shortly be transferred to Athens, and will 
be replaced at Cairo by M. Klokakowski 
French Minister to Pero. 


BRITISH GARRISON CHANGES. 


The Ist King’s Own Scottish Borderers will 
embark at Southampton on the 21st November 
on the transport Dongola, which will after 
wards take the 2od Battalion Royal Berkshire 
Regiment from Egypt to India, where they 
will be stationed at Subatha. 

The transport Assaye, which will leave 
Bombay for home on December 7, will bring 
the 2nd Battalion of the King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers from Aden to Egypt. 


QUARANTINE. 


A telegram from Pera states that ordinaiy 
passengers and pilgrims comirg from Suez and 
bound for Jeddah and Yambo must undergo 
five days’ quarantine at Abou Saad. The 
vessels carrying them will continue their 
voyage after disinfection and ‘‘deratisatidn.”

PURIFICATION OF ALEXANDRIA.

MOSQUITOES. AND MALARIA. 


Iv a report to the Academy of Medicine at 
Paris, Prince d’Arenberg, Chairman of the 
Board of the Soez Canal Company, says that 
thanks to the measures adopted, i.e., filling in 
ot marshes, drainage, and petrolising of ditches, 
the common mosquitoes have disappeared from 
Ismailia since 1903, nor is larsw of the 
anopbytas to ba found in the protected z ne, 
which exter ds westwerds 1.000 metres from 
the first hoases of the Arab quarter, and 
eastwards 1,800 metres from the first houses 
of the European town. 

It was in 1902 tbat malaria began to 
decrease markedly, and from that date not a 
case has been reportei in Ismailie, where 
mot quito nets for windows and beds, which 
were so unhealthy and ancomfortsble in 3 
warm climate, have been abolished.

THE EGYPTIAN PRESS. 
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MR. FINDLAY’S ACCUSATION, 


The charges brought by Mr. Mansfield de 
©. Findlay are still the subject of comment in 
the local Press. in yesterday's issue of La 
Réforme” M. Canivet remarks :—- 


Some of our native and European confréres 
have protested, but there is no need for us to 
follow their procedure for the following rea- 
sons. Mr. Findlay is an honourable man and, 
having brought a collective accuration, he will 
dot his i’s by mentioning the newspapers 
who have been recipients of the ‘large sums 
of money’ or else Mr. Findlay will remain 
silent, and in the latter case he will ecknow- 
ledge that he has deceived the Minister by 
means of fantastic information. Meanwhile, 
the accusation need not be taken seriously, 
and it does not deserve a contradiction. Io 
the «position in which Mr. Findlay—shom wa 
are pleased to consider an honourable man — has 
placed himself, he will speak out and will men- 
tion the names of the payers and the recipients.” 

In regard to oar excellent confrére’s de 
mand that the identity of the personages who 
gave “the large sums should be disclosed by 
the British Chargé d’Affaires, we may mention 
that such a disclosure would be quite impossi- 
ble in view of the exigencies of diplomacy. 
It must be presumed that some deep political 
reasons influenced the persons who bad to 
disburse these large sume, and great interest 
attaches to the personalities of these wholesale 
corrapters of the Press. Whether the total 
amount was a million or merely some hundreds 
of thousands of pounds, is a question of little 
importance; the point is who gave the money! 
Did it come from Yildiz Kiosque ! Or was 
the Sultan in partnership with a great Euro- 
pean potentate, jealous of England’s power, 
and they together subsoribed the vast sums 
necessary to tempt the Egyptian journalist 
from the path of virtue There problems per- 
haps never will be solved, although of course 
the identity of the personages mnat be known 
to those who are in a position to pry behind 
the scenes of European politica and their 
inflaences in Egypt. 


Our position is one of suspended jadgment. 
On the one hand, it is clearly impossible to 
believe that Mr. Findlay wonld have made 
the accusation to Sir Edward Gray had he not 
been in a position to substantiate his words. 
This is brought ont by the fact that the tele- 
gram containing the charges was included in 
the White Book. The telegram was despatch. 
ed on July 5 and the White Book was pub 
lished on Friday week, soif the accusation 
had been found to be incorrect, there would 
have been plenty of time to have ted 
its pablication as a State document. ore 
we must believe that there were ample grounds 
for holding it to be correct. On the other 
hand, we would be the last to think that oar 
confréres coald have deigned to accept bribes, 
however gigantic they may have been in 
amount. ‘I'he temptation was great, and the 
prospect of spending a huge sum of money in 
a trip to Europe was alloring. Bot at the ssme 
time our professional amonr-propre prevents 
us from believing it. Sir Robert Walpole de- 
clared that he knew the price of each member 
of the House of Commons, and some cynics go 
so far as to eay that “every man has his 
price.” Ifthis is true (which everyone may 
decide for himself)—if thare, is no virtue for 
which a degree of temptation cannot be found 
which is capable of overthrowing it—if the 
question whether the good or the bad spirit 
eha!l gain os to its side only depends on 
which bids highest and offers most prompt 
payment—then what the Apostle says might 
well be trae oft man universally: There is no 
difference, they are altogether sinners ; there 
is nove that doeth good (according to the 
spirit of the law), no, not one.” We, however, 
do not believe that ci man has his price, 
much les: any of our confréres, and though we 
consider that Mr. Findlay most have had the 
strongest proofs for the charges he has 
brought, yet at the eame time we wish to 
firmly believe in the incorraptibility of the 
journalists who are involved in this acousation. 

L' Egypte” remarks :— Nous estimons que 
dans cette sflaire, comme dans toutes * 
questions oi il s'agit des intéréte vitaux de 
Egypte, nous avons fait tout notre devoir. 
Forts de notre congcience,nous dédaignons tou- 
tes les insinuations calomnieuses et intéressées.

„Al Minbar” says — The fact that Mr. Find- 
lay has inoluded the European local Press, 
such as “La Réforme,” “Le Phare d' Alex- 
andrie,” “L’Egypte,” Le Journal da Caire” 
(“Tbe Egyptian Gezette” naturally excloded) 
ic. the charge made against the Egyptian Presa 
with ‘Al Minbar,” “Al Moayad,” “Al Lews,” 
‘Bl Zaher,” etc. (“Al Mokattam” excluded), 
has set us at eave and lightened the weight 
of the charge. For we can believe that Mr. 
Findlay may regret the making of such a 
sweeping accosation. Men like Canivet, Hei 
kalis, Manse, etc., cannot accept such a charge 
withoat asking in a loud voice from the 
British Chareé d’Affaires how he could say 
ao moch. For our part we would ask Mr. 
Findlay to give ne proots and tell us: What 
paper was bribed? Who paid it? And who would 
have bribed it in each an affair as Der ishwai 
The Moslem Press was charged in the same 
wey in connection with the Akaba ques. 
tion. Germany and Torkey were mentioned 
somehow. But who bribed them in the Denieh 
wai sfisir? Is it the inbabitants of De 
nishwai, the Menoufieh “Empire” (J). or who! 
We, the editors of the Arabic Press, beg of 
the British Agency te bring forth those evi- 
dences and proofs which have made Mr. Find- 
lay sconse us of corruption Indeed, the 

thing is quite unintelligible. From the tone 
of the “Egyptian Gezette” it may be gathered 
that it finds the charge a needless one. Is it 
possible that such men as Blant or Dillon 
who worried the anthorities here over the 
Denishwai sffair, conld have given money to 
the local Press! Why not say that these men 


alen received money from the mnach-talked--f 


agitators in Egypt? Bot “they” cannot lay 
anch a charge at the doors of those people in 
Ergland. However, we ara waiting to ses 
what cor Buropean and native confréres will 
say on the matter.

Marson, inspector of irrigation, near Kafr 
Beirab, the Court of Mit Ghamr has sentenced 
three of the aggressors to six months’ im- 
prisonment with hard laboor, while their father 
will be tried before the Court of Mansourah 
for breach of the rotation rules. 

Oar readers will remember that the assault wos 
committed while Mr. Marson was accompany- 
ing the fellah to the local omdeh to draw ap a 
procés-verbal against him for working his 
sakieh out of rotation. The young men threw 
him off his bicycle, and while he lay on the 
ground attempted to strike Mr. Marson, who, 
however, repelled his assailants, and gave one 
of them a sound thrashing. ; 


DROWNING ACCIDENT AT CHATBY. 

A party numbering twenty children of 
various nationalities were bathing yesterday 
afterneon in the shallows off the Manicipal 
depots at Chatby when, about five o'clock, five 
of them were drawn seawards by the waves. A 
shawish was the first to notice the accident, 
and with the help of another man, succeeded, 
after some difficalty, in getting them to shore. 
‘Two of them were all right and except for the 
fright and douse, were none the worse ; their 
other three companions were half.suffocated, 
and one of them, a Greek boy of twelve, died 
at night at the Government Hospital. ‘I'be 
other two are in a dangerous condition. 

The accident took place within calling 
distance of the baths, which were crowded at 
the time, and the shores were thronged as the 
children were brought to shore. The shallows 
have a gentle gradieat, with a sandy bottom, 
and where the accident took place—twenty-five 
yards out—there was nomore that four feet 
of water. 

A word of praise is due both to the Coast 
Goard and ambulance services for their 
promptitade, but at the same time we agree 
with the old maxim that “prevention is better 
than cure,” and were some regulation enacted 
whereby bathers, especially children, should be 
subject toa mild form of municipal control as 
to how, when, and where to bathe, these 
lamentable occurrences might be avoided, or at 
any rate rendered more rare.

Mr. 8. M. Robertson, the member for Tyne 
side, who was one of Mustapha Pasha Kamel’s 
guests at the recent lunch at the Carlton Hotel, 
and who acted as spokesman for the guests on 
that occasion, has become greatly interested 
in this country ever since, jadging from the 
fact that the only two questions on Egypt in 
the latest papers to hand; are pat ty bim. 

On the 2nd inst. he askad the Secretary ot 
State for Foreign Affairs whether the convey- 
ance by sea of Egyptian pilgrims from Egypt 
to Arabia was made a monopoly of the Khedi- 
vial Steamship Company, while natives of 
other countries were allowed to sail from the 
same ports by other lines; and whether Sir 
Auckland Colvin, formerly financial adviser to 
the Egyptian Government, was the chairman of 
the company in question, 

Sir E. Grey replied:—The Foreign Office are 
not in possession of any information on the 
matter, which is one that primarily concerns 
the Egyptian Government. 


MUSTAPHA PASHA KAMEL.

HIS WORK IN LONDON. 

Mustapha Pasha Kamel is still busyipg 
himself a great deal in London. He bas addres- 
sed a pampblet on the Denishwai affair entitled 
o the English nation and the worldat large.” 
It ia written in Eaglish and consists of eight 
pages. He sends out the following invitation: — 

“Egypt is only two days’ journey from 
Europe. Let those Englishmen who are ani- 
mated by a spirit of justice, and do not wish 
to see the honour of England’ sullied, visit 
the country. Let them go about in the towns, 
and in the country. Let them see, with their 
own eyes, how Christians of all nationalities 
live with the fellahs, and with all Egyptians. 
Let them convince themselves that the Egyp- 
tian people is not fanatical, but that it is desi- 
rons of jastice and equality, and that it de 
mands, above all, to be treated as a nation, 
and not asa herde of slaves.” 


THE DEKHBLAH OUTRAGE. 


Commenting on the sentences in the O’Brien 
case, the “Globe” says :— The exceptivnally 
severe sentences passed on a couple of native 
hooligans at Alexandria for brutally assaulting 
8 British soldier will, of course, excite the 
indigoant commiseration of the Byles brigade. 
That spurious sentimentality is too castomary 
among Radicals posing as friends of homanity 
at large to call tor comment. The point of 
genuine interest isthe proof afforded by such 
drastic panishment that public feeling at 
Alexandria shares Lord Cromer’s apprehensive- 
ness of coming trouble. In addition to the 
continuous spread of Pan Islamism throughout 
Northern Africa, there is a special cause on 
the Nile to agitate the native population. 


The propagandists of anti-Eoglish sentiment a 


constantly harp on it that after the suppression 
of the Arabi revolt, Grest Britain gave 
repeated assurance that she would withdraw 
her garrison, and so cease from exercising con- 
trol as soon as the Egyptian people were 
qualified to govern themselves. This impolitio 
undertaking was like so much other mischief, 
a Gladstonite legacy, and, for once in a-way, 
the subsequent observance of continuity of 
policy at the Foreign Office produced ill. 
conseq dende. Taking occasion trom the acces- 
sion of — — to office in the 
United Kingdom, Egyptian demagogy is now 
working both on the Nile andon the Thames 
to bring to an end that regeneration of the 
country which British control created, and has 
maintained. We do not care to inquire 
whether this movement is covertly engineered 
by the Old Turks at Cairo; that is quite a 
possibility, as they would have everything to 
gain, and nothing to lose, by re-establishing 
Ottoman supremacy on the Nile.

IMPORTATION, DES TISSUS DE SOLE

Eo comparant le tableau statistique de 1905 
avec celui de Janvier 1898, on reste toat 
d abord frappé par la croissance extraordiaairs 
de la consommation des tissus de soie en 
Ezypte, consommation qui a plas que doublé 
dans ces dernières années et qui, en se basant 
sur la prospérité du pays, continuera sa: s 
doute sa marche ascendante.

The Secretary of the Treasury in America 
has come to the relief of the New York market 
to the extent of another 4,000,000 dollars, and 
he will probably oontinue to do so. It is not 
anticipated that there will be any large demand 
daring August, and ths requirements of the 
last settlement were easily arranged. The Bank 
position is qaite normal for the time of year, 
and the reserve would appear to be ample. 
Sixty days’ sight drafts are negotiated to-day 
at 3 per cent., and the discoant market 
generally, although somewhat firmer, shows 
no signs of any material advance. 

The Stock Market. 

In a recent article we referred to Russia 
and Soath Africas as the “Bétes Noires of the 
stock markets. This week the remark has 
been peculiarly applicable. In the first place, 
the short period of quietness which follow- 
ed the sappression of the Dama has given 
place to serious disturbances in Finland and 
at Cronstadt, which may at any moment 
spread to other parts of the Tear's domains. 
These outbreak; have revived the feelings of 
nervousness both in London and Paris finan- 
cial circles, and the confidence in an early 
settlement of the troables established daring 
the latter part of last week has almost en- 
tirely disappeared. On the Paris Boorse the 
pessimism has been even more marked than 
here, and appears to owe its origin in a 
degree to difficulties connected with the 
monthly settlement, which have again brought 
in the bears. 

As regards Soath Africa, the new Consti- 
tation granted by the Government has been 
a very absorbing topic, and prior to Mr. Chur 
chill’s announcement, business in the mining 
market was practically saspended. The scheme 
was accorded a mixed reception in the House.“ 
There appeared to be a general feeling of re- 
lief that “it was no worse; for the lack of 
confidence in the present administration enter- 
tained by members had created fears that 
the terms might have been much less favour- 
able to British interests in the Transvaal 
than actually is the case. 

Several points in the scheme were severely 
criticised, notably the Government's inter- 
ference in the matter of native labour, it 
being felt that this and other purely local 
questions should be left to the jadgment of 
those directly concerned, viz. the people of 
South Africa, seeing that they are to be 
entrasted with the management of the country. 
In the main, however, final opinion on the 
proposals is suspended pending the verdict o 
the Transvaal. 

These two disturbing elements, added to 
the fact that many members have already 
left for the holidays, have kept business at a 
minimum all the week, and in nearly all 
sections pricss are down. Americans are the 
only active faature. Russians showa substantial 
depreciation. 

Consols. 

The gilt edged market shared in the gereral 
set-back, and Cousols reacted somewhat. The 
market closes firmer, however, Consols having 
improved to 874 for the account. 

Foreign Bonds. 

Tho international market has been in a very 
anse'tied state, the weakoess on the Paris 
Bourse having acted as a very alarming 
influence. As we feared last week, the opti- 
mistic teeling regarding Russian affsizs has 
had bot a short existence, and the daily 
reports from that country of increasing onrest 
have caused the bonds to lose most cf tte 
advantage they gained in the recent revival. 
The Fours are now 714 and the New Soript 
10} discount, after being 12 discount yesterday. 
J spanese have been more or 'e38 impervious to 
the depression, and quotations show litt'e 
change or balance. 

Home Rallways. 

This market has been dall in the extreme, 
ard, with two or three exceptionr, prices have 
had a sagging tendency throughout. This is 
somewhat remarkable in view of the excellent 
prospects fur Bank Holiday traffice, and is in 
striking contrast to the great buoyancy die- 
played last week. The only reason that can 
be pat forward to account for this is the idle- 
ness dominating most sections. 

A great amount of interest has centred in 
the dividends of the London and North 
Western, the Midland, and the Great Western, 
which were announced to-day. The Midland 
recommend a dividend at the rate of 24 per 
cent. per annum on the Preferred Converted 
Ordinary Stock, and at the rate of 2} per 
cent. on the Deferred, making 4 } per cent., 
as against 44 per cent. last year. The surplus 
is increased ty £11,230. The Great Western 
dividend remains at 3} per cent., but the 
carry-forward is increased from £28,584 to 
£42,000. ; 

The London and North-Western rate is 5 3 
per cent., with £96,000 carried forward. Last 
year 5 per cent. was declared. 

These dividends were received too late to 
have mach effect upon the markets, which for 
the greater part of the day have been character- 

ised by holiday idleness.
